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PIONSERS OF LINCOLN COUNTY, TENNESSEE by John H, Bright 
SR I nt an a I RIL

In the summer of the same year 1806 my father (James Bright) 
left Nashville with e large party to explore and survey the 
country lying between the points where Winchester and McMinn- 
ville now are. On going east they came upon the celehrated 
Stone Fort, near where Manchester now stands, in Coffee Co, The 
party were astonished by the discovery, Ny father made a@illi- 
gent inquiry of a number of Indian chiefs, and old Indians, but 
could get no cluc to the history of the fort. It wag even 
without tradition, Since my father Ciscovered it historians 
have tried to account for it by the supposition that it was 
built by DeSoto, but it remains a pre-historic mystery, It 
was in the fall of this year that Ezekiel Norris. settled at 

the mouth of Norris Creek, ALD 


In 1807 my father wes appointed by the surveyor General to run 
the state line between Tenn, and Ala, Territory, Beginning at 
the foot of Cumberland Mt, and running west until he struck 

Elk River near to where Elkton is now located, and thence north 
to Duck River, This was known as the “Congressional Reserva- 
tion Line", The General Government relinquished to the state 
all public lands east of the lino, * (see helow.ca) In 
making this survey his party suffered elmost beyond endurance, 
During the same ycar my father was commissioned to section- 

ize the country, He went by where Franklin now is, and cross- 
ed Duck River at Columbia, Continuing his course to where tt 
Winchester now stands, thence to a point near Murfreesboro, 
where it terminated, He then surveyed another line east of 

and parallel to the other, He then surveyed the school lands in 
every section of 640 acres each, These school lands were 
afterwards sold by the direction of the state and the pro- 
ceeds were turns’ over to the school fund of the.stato, 


After a short interval spent in the land office, there were 
such pressing demands for his services that he returned to the 
Elk River country to survey entries for settlers who were 
pouring into the valley of Middle Tenn, from Va., N.C. and 
other states, 


After this tedious recital of explorations and surveys, it is 
necessary to a proper understandingof their almost incredible 
labors and dangers, to give some of the details of the exped-- 
ditions, All of these expeditions haa to be performed on foot, 
They had to cut their way frequently through the dense cane 
and undergrowth, Where the streams were too deep to wade 

they were obliged to cut trees across them. They were obliged 
to build rafts to cross the rivers, They had to take the 
weather through sunshine and storm and sleep under the open 
canopy of Heaven. They were exposed to the attacks of wild 
animals, to be bitten by venomous snakes, and sometimes the 
nights were made hidious by the howl of the wolf or the 

scream of the panther, Sometimes the obstructions would be 

So great they coulc only make a few miles a day in the survey.

They had no highways, turnpikes or automobiles, 


I have heard my father say on one occasion, a huge rattler 
struck one of his men about the ankle and drove his fangsthro! 
his leather leggins and his clothing, and punctured his flesh, 
The fangs being fastened in the poor fellow's clothing, he 
leaped and struggled in the wildest manner to free himself. 
Fortunately the Doison was absorbed in his clothing and was not 
conveyed to his flesh, 


It required heroes with nerves of steel, and stern resolution 
to meet and overcome the dangers and obstacles that constantly 
confronted the old surveyors.

My father, uncaunted by denger and hardships, with indomitable 
will end unabated cnergy, in the latter part of 1607, and the 

whole of 1808-9 was engaged in surveying from the source to 

the mouth of Elk River, principally in the counties of Hoore, 

Lincoln and Giles, as now establishec, 


_ Knowing the most eligible bodies of land, he entered, bought 

. and sold large tracts, He bought ane sold a great deal of land 
free of charge, for Judge McNairy, of Nashville, who hac. shown 

fatherly kindness: when he was a youth in Nashville, 


In 1810 he laid off the town of Fayetteville and with other 
public-spiritec citizens, cut the cane from the public square. 


In the same year, owing to his great reputation and superior 
clerical qualifications, he was appointed Clerk of Circuit 
Court by Judge Thomas-Stuart, which office he held for 25 years. 
During this time and in ‘subsequent years, he did a great deal 

of surveying, and buying and selling of lands. 


He bought a good deal of improved land near Fayetteville, which 
with his indefatigable labors, brought him great revenues. 


In 1811-13 he built a large brick house in Fayetteville, the 
first brick house in Fayetteville...the house was burned by 
the Federal troops curing the Civil War. 


On the 9th of February 1813. he was married to Nancy Morgan, at 
the time living near to the place occupied now by Mulberry 
Village, Owing to pressing demands for surveying, he was 
compelled to leave next day after his marriage for an absence 
of several days. He was accumulating property and making money 
rapidly. : 


On one of his exploring expeditions, he and his party spent 2 
night with the colobrated Davy Crockett, then living near 
Mulberry, in LCT The party arrived late in the afternoon and 
found only Mrs, Crockett and the children at home, Mrs. Crock- 
ett told them that tir. Crockett had gone out hunting and would 
be back soon with some sort of méat, and he woulé be glad for 
them to spend the night, as he had heard of them.

John Halbert is believed to be the oldest son of Joel and 
Elizabeth Francis (Jones) Halbert, long thought to be the 
immigrant head of the family in America, but now known to he 
first generation American.

We believe that John is the oldest because in any listing of 
the family of children his name comes first..... (1,5, & 9) 


We place John's birth during 1741 or thereabouts, because we 
do have a record of William's birth as Oct. 14, 1744 in 
Caroline County, Joel's (John's) father lived in Essex 
County and the young couple may have lived there for some 
time after their marriage, so that John might have been . 
born in either Essex or Caroline Counties, Va. 6) 


I find no mention of Joel as a land~-owner in Egsex County. 
In either case Joel and his cousin William were registered 
voters in Port Royal Dist. "The Joels are enough to give one 
a headache." K, ii, Waddell 


A few years before the Revolution there seems to have been 
amass exodus of halberts, Hills, Greshams and others to 
North Carolina, especially to the northern tier of counties, 
Joel and William went to Surry, John to Rowan, and the Hills 
to Rockingham, 


It has been stated (10) that John Married Margaret or "Pegey' 
Hill but if true the union was not a lasting one, I believe 
that John married \.argaret Hampton about 1770, for in August 
2, 1771 we find John Hampton of Rowan County, Deeding to John 
Halbert, also of Rowan Co, 150 acres of land on both sides 

of Town Fork (7) in Surry County "For the greatlove I bear 
him", John Hampton was believed to be the father-in-law of 
John Halbert. Ref, (8) gives the birth-year of the oldest son 
James as 1771 


In 1783 John was located on Town Fork in Surry County and paid 
taxes on 234 acres of land, a negro girl "Rachel", four horses 
and six cattle, 


In 1789 Surry Co. (N.C.) was divided into Surry and Stokes 

Counties and the old county buildings being no longer suit- 
ably oS for either county, John was authorized to sell 
them.

About this time he was appointed one of the commissioners to 
lay out the town of Germantown which was to be the new 
county seat for Stokes County. 


John did his bit in the Revolution and despite his North 
Carolina residence, is listed as a Corporal in Capt. Rice's 
Company of the llth Virginia Regiment commanded by Col, Daniel 
Morgan, He enlisted March 1, 1777 and his name is last found 
on the rolls dated April 6, 1778 at Valley Forge, Pa., (12) 
which showed him absent on sick leave. He was said to have 
been very sick that winter, He named one of his younger sons 
Daniel Morgan Halbert, 


In 1795, John is listed ag the head of a family in Stokes CO. 
N.C., and as he is in 1800 and 1810, but is missing in 1820, 
We find a John Halbert in Lincoln County, Tenn. in 1820 (15) 
and where he has registered his stock mark in 1811 (15) and 
thereby conclude that our John has moved on to Tennessee in 
about 1811, 


From previous studies I had gained the impression that John 
had accompanied or followed his son James on the latter's trip 
to Tenn,, and to Lincoln Co, Since Lincoln County was not 
organized until 1809 and the son James did not settle there 
until 1813, I am inclined to believe now that John must have 
led the way about 1811, 


There is a copy of John's will listing his brothers and 
sisters, in which he gives his wife as Margaret Hampton 
and Joel Jr.'s as Martha Williams, and similar items, (9) 


John had a will and his estate was settled July 22, 1821, 
The executors being son, James Halbert and son-in-law Perry 
Flint. His children are named in this will in same order 
as I have shown in this chart and text. 


Nargaret Hampton Halbert dicd in 1828 and her estate was 
administered, also, by her son James, 


John and Margaret Halbert are believed to have been buried 
in the cemetery in or near the community where they once 
lived and now known as Pearl City. It is a small village 

a few miles down-stream on Elk River below (WV) Fayetteville, 
Lincoln County, Tenn,

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HISTORY OF THE BUCHANAN FAMILY 
Written in 1898 by Thomas Buchanan, who was born Jan, end, 1823 


and died 1908. He was the son of John Buchanan 2nd and a 
grandson of Maj, John Suchanan, 


Among the early colonists that settled the North American Con- 
tinent, and long before any organized government was estab- 
lished, three brothers by the name of Buchanan emigrated from 
the north of Ireland to America, and settled where the city of 
Harrisburg, now the capital of Pennsylvania stands known then 
as the colony of Pennsylvania, One of the brothers became dis- 
satisfied and returned on the ship they came on, and was never 
heard from, 


JAMES BUCHANAN, the subject of this memoir married before leay- 
ing the old country to a Miss Jane Prindle, Their first chila 
was born at Harrisburg, Pa., who was known in after life as 
Maj. John Buchanan, They (James Buchanan and wife) also had 
two other sons, Alexander and Samuel and two daughters, Nancy 
who married James Mulheron and Jane who married James Todd, 
James Buchanan was of a restless, adventerous disposition, 

was greatly inclined to ramble, He moved from Harrisburg, 

Pa, to the colony of Carolina and stopped at a point now 

known as Guilford Courthouse in North Carolina, He remained 
there four years and moved from there through the western 
wild, and settled where the town of Danville, Ky, now stands 
in 1774, After staying there a few years through age and 
infirmity, he became incapacitated to support and protect 

his family, which duty devolved upon his sons in after life, 


ALEXANDER BUCHANAN, the second son was killed by the indians 
in Nashville in 1781 in an attack on the fort. dames Buch- 

anan (his father) after becoming old and helpless was killed 
by indians in his humble cabin in 1792 on Mill Creek, Tenn. 

near the fort of Buchanan Station, 


SAHUEL BUCHANAN, was killed a mile below the fort on Mill 
Creek, He was plowing near Buchanan fort and the indians 

in ambush cut chim off from the fort and help, He evidently 
attempted to make his escape running and hiding himself in 

@ cave and eluding the indians, and jumping off of a bluff 
about 8 or 10 feet high near the mouth of the cave he struck 
a@ projecting rock and dislocated his knee and fell into the 
creek, The Indians killed ana scalped him and left his body 
in the water, 


MAJ. JOHN BUCHAFAN was born at Harrisburg, Pa, Jan. 12th 

1759, and was the oldest gon of James and Jane Frindle 
Buchanan (of Scotch Irish descent). He was a brave old man 
with a liberal, generous disposition, endowed with the faculty 
of caution and prudence, a well halanced mind, of sound judge- 
ment, a noble soul, and a spirit of keen susceptibility.
